EPIPHANY  SESSIONS,  1875. 

In  presenting  their  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Report, 
your  Committee  have  to  state  that  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  year  1874,  there  were  637  patients  in  the 
i  Asylum,  and  that  during  the  year  159  have  been 
admitted,  making  a  total  of  796  ;  of  these  48  have 
died — 28  males  and  20  females,  (the  lowest  mortality 
for  the  last  17  years),  80  have  been  discharged — 38 
males  and  42  females,  (of  whom,  29  males  and  30 
females  have  been  discharged  cured,)  thus  leaving  in 
*  the  Asylum  at  the  end  of  the  past  year  668  patients, 
of  whom  250  are  males  and  418  are  females.  The 
general  health  cf  the  patients  has  been  good,  and  no 
I  serious  casualty  has  occurred. 

Your  Committee  have  satisfaction  in  reporting  that 
the  New  Buildings,  viz  :  the  Chapel,  Sanatorium,  and 
Rooms  for  Female  Patients,  for  which  the  Court 
granted  the  sum  of  £12,000,  are  in  progress  ;  the 
work  has  been  delayed  in  consequence  of  the  great 
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difficulty  in  obtaining  good  foundations  for  the  latter, 
and  the  further  difficulty  in  getting  good  front  bricks  ; 
the  extension  of  the  General  Dining  Hall,  however, 
and  the  Dormitory  above  it  have  been  completed,  and 
these  Rooms  are  already  occupied,  thus  affording  a 
slight  relief  to  the  crowded  Wards  in  the  Female 
Division. 

Your  Committee  would  remind  the  Court  that  the 
above-mentioned  Grant  of  £12,000  was  intended  for 
the  buildings,  and  that  as  yet  no  provision  has 
been  made  for  the  furniture  and  fittings.  It  has  been 
found  necessary  during  the  past  year  to  paint  the 
internal  wood  and  iron  work  of  the  main  building, 
at  a  cost  of  about  £160,  the  same  not  having  been 
painted  for  at  least  the  last  twenty  years. 

The  following  changes  in  the  staff  of  the  Asylum 
have  taken  place,  viz.,  the  Junior  Medical  Officer, 
Dr.  Phillips,  resigned  in  February  last,  and  has  been 
succeeded  by  Dr.  R.  Davis.  The  Storekeeper,  Mr. 
Cleeve  (a  very  valuable  officer),  resigned  for  the, 
purpose  of  a  more  profitable  employment,  and  has 
been  succeeded  by  Mr.  Tucker. 

The  average  rate  of  maintenance  for  the  year  has 
been  ,9s.  4|d.  per  week.  That  of  other  Asylums 
throughout  the  kingdom,  has  been  10s.  3d. 

Your  Committee  cannot  but  speak  in  terms  of  high 
pn  lise  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  Dr.  Saunders, 
his  skilful  and  careful  treatment  of  the  patients,  and 
his  management  of  the  numerous  staff  placed  under 
hit  n,  with  the  whole  of  which  your  Committee  have  I 
every  reason  to  be  satisfied.  And  they  would 
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conclude  their  Report  with  an  extract  from  that  of 
the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  dated  the  17th  of 
September  1874,  referring  to  your  Asylum,  viz  : — 

“  We  fully  recognize  the  value  and  importance  of 
the  alterations  and  improvements  that  have  been 
carried  on,  and  are  now  in  progress  in  this  Asylum, 
and  we  hope  that  the  suggestions  made  by  ourselves 
and  by  our  colleagues  (in  the  last  report)  may  also 
receive  the  careful  attention  of  the  Committee.” 

The  Annual  Accounts,  as  directed  by  Act  of 
Parliament,  will  be  presented  to  the  Court  at  the 
Easter  Sessions,  and  the  Court  has  now  to  appoint 
the  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year.

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TWENTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OP  THE 


MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

The  Medical  Superintendent  has  the  honor  to  sub¬ 
mit  to  the  Committee  of  Visitors  the  Twenty-ninth 
Annual  Report,  accompanied  by  the  usual  statistical 
tables  in  the  Appendix. 

The  admissions  during  the  year  have  been  159,  of 
whom  84  were  males  and  75  females. 

The  discharges  during  the  year  have  been  80*— 
males  38,  females  42. 

The  deaths  during  the  same  period  have  been  48 — * 
males  28,  females  20. 

Compared  with  the  previous  year  the  admissions 
shew  an  increase  of  1G,  the  discharges  a  decrease  of 
47,  and  the  deaths  a  decrease  of  27.

Of  the  648  patients  on  the  Asylum  books  629  are 
chargeable  to  Unions,  and  19  male  patients  are 
maintained  by  Boroughs. 

The  per  centage  of  recoveries  on  the  admissions  has 
been  38.36 — 36.9  per  cent,  on  the  males,  and  40  on 
the  females. 

The  death  rate  has  been  7.4  per  cent,  on  the  aver¬ 
age  number  resident,  11.52  on  the  males,  and  4.93  on 
the  females. 

The  per  centage  of  deaths  has  with  one  exception 
been  the  lowest  since  1852,  and  with  two  exceptions 
is  the  lowest  since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum  in  1845. 

A  summary  of  the  obituary  table  gives  the  follow¬ 
ing  causes  of  death  : — General  Paralysis,  15.  This 
disease,  as  usual,  heads  the  list  and  accounts  *  for  the 
great  disparity  of  the  death  rate  between  the  men  and 
women,  one  of  the  latter  only  having  died  from  this 
cause.  Epilepsy,  5  ;  Cerebral  Haemorrhage,  2 ; 
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Melancholic  Exhaustion,  1  ;  Phthisis,  7  ;  Bronchitis, 
3  ;  Gangrene  of  Lung,  1  ;  Pericarditis,  2  ;  Diarrhoea, 
5  ;  Old  Age  and  Debility,  4  ;  Malignant  Ulceration 
of  Head  and  Neck,  1  ;  Erysipelas,  1  ;  Asphyxia  from 
Impaction  of  Food  in  Larynx,  1. 

No  Inquest  has  been  held.

The  unfavourable  character  of  the  cases  admitted 
may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  at  the  end  of  the 
year  only  26  patients  in  the  Asylum  were  deemed 
curable,  which  is  rather  less  than  four  per  cent,  of  the 
numbers  then  under  care  and  treatment.  There 
appears  to  be  a  growing  disposition  to  send  a  class  of 
cases  to  the  Asylum  who  in  former  years  would  have 
been  kept  at  home  or  in  workhouses.  When  some 
years  since  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  lunatic  patients 
was  transferred  from  the  individual  parishes  to  the 
common  fund  of  the  Union,  a  perceptible  increase  in 
the  number  of  patients  was  observed,  and  at  the 
present  time  the  allowance  of  four  shillings  a  week 
from  the  consolidated  fund  for  their  maintenance 
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appears  to  have  a  similar  effect,  as  a  chronic  harmless 
lunatic  can  be  kept  almost  as  cheaply  in  the  Asylum 
as  the  Workhouse,  and  the  Union  authorities  are 
relieved  of  a  class  of  patients  who  undoubtedly  entail 
an  additional  amount  of  care  and  responsibility  if 
kept  in  Workhouses.  It  is  feared  that  the  effect 
will  be  to  rapidly  fill  our  Asylums  beyond  the  provi¬ 
sions  made  for  the  cure  and  treatment  of  patients  of 
an  acute  class,  and  the  custody  of  such  as  cannot  be 
properly  cared  for  out  of  an  Asylum.  It  is  with 
deference  submitted  whether  the  same  relief  might 
not  be  afforded  to  the  ratepayers  by  the  payment  of  a 
like  subsidy  for  the  building  and  repairs  of  Asylums, 
and  the  payment  of  salaries  and  superannuations.  The 
amount  required  would  be  about  the  same,  but  the 
inducement  to  transfer  patients  from  the  Workhouses 
without  sufficient  reason  would  be  removed. 

A  few  typical  cases  admitted  during  the  year,  to 
illustrate  this,  may  be  briefly  cited  : — G.  L.,  a  deaf 
and  dumb  idiot  child,  aged  8,  harmless,  and  required 
no  special  treatment,  was  admitted  and  subsequently 
discharged  by  the  Visitors  as  not  being  a  proper  case 
for  the  Asylum.  This  is  one  out  of  many  such  cases 
sent  here  recently. 

J.  W.  admitted  with  malignant  ulcer  of  head  and 
neck  of  great  extent.  This  patient  came  from  a 
considerable  distance,  and  on  admission,  his  health 
was  such  as  not  to  justify  his  being  sent  back.  He, 
however,  only  required  ordinary  medical  treatment 
and  nursing,  with  such  sick  comforts  as  any  Infirmary 
would  afford.  The  poor  fellow  died  a  few  days  after 
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admission.  His  only  symptom  of  insanity  (?)  was 
the  expression  that  he  should  be  glad  when  his 
sufferings  were  over  and  he  were  dead.  The  natural 
wish  of  a  man  suffering  from  frightful  agony,  the 
usual  accompaniment  of  his  bodily  disease. 

M,  A.  P.,  deaf  and  dumb,  unable  to  read  or  write, 
or  express  her  ideas  by  manual  notation,  as  she  had 
received  no  training  in  a  deaf  and  dumb  institution. 
She  is  said  to  be  violent  when  in  the  workhouse,  and 
her  superfluous  energy  found  vent  by  striking  those 
who  annoyed  her,  whereas  other  women  of  the 
same  social  class  would  probably  relieve  themselves  in 
a  more  argumentative  way  with  their  tongue.  In  the 
Asylum  she  is  docile,'  harmless,  well-conducted,  and 
employs  herself  usefully  in  domestic  work.  It  is 
doubtful  if  she  is  a  fit  patient  for  a  lunatic  asylum. 

A.  K.,  a  vicious  patient,  without  delusions  or  indi¬ 
cation  of  insanity.  She  has  been  the  round  of  public 
institutions,  gaols,  reformatories,  refuges,  workhouses, 
until,  as  a  last  resort,  she  is  sent  to  the  asylum 
because  she  is  troublesome  in  the  workhouse  and  the 
authorities  are  afraid  of  her.  She  enjoys  life  in  the 
asylum,  and  knows  how  to  manage  to  get  back  again 
if  sent  out.  It  is  doubtful  if  she  is  insane,  certainly 
there  is  great  method  in  her  madness. 

Several  patients  have  been  sent  who  were  recovering 
from  the  effects  of  drink,  and  a  few  days’  detention 
in  another  public  institution  would  haye  had  the 
same  favourable  effect. 

The  most  noteworthy  fact  connected  with  the  dis¬ 
charges  is  that  nearly  fifty  per  cent,  recovered  after  a 
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residence  in  the  Asylum  of  less  than  six  months,  and 
85  per  cent,  in  less  than  a  year  after  admission. 

There  is  nothing  new  to  report  respecting  the  me¬ 
dical  treatment,  diet,  or  clothing  of  the  patients,  but 
every  consideration  has  been  given  to  their  physical 
comfort  and  well  being,  due  regard  to  economy  being 
at  the  same  time  kept  in  view. 

The  amusements  have  been  the  same  as  in  former 
years, — -weekly  dances  and  concerts  in  the  winter 
months,  with  an  occasional  entertainment  by  a  public 
caterer  for  amusement.  Captain  Boucher  and  Mr.  A. 
Jones  each  gave  a  comic  entertainment,  which  was 
much  appreciated  by  the  patients.  In  the  summer 
cricket  was  heartily  entered  into  by  the  men,  and 
three  friendly  matches  were  played  with  the  Devon 
and  Exeter  Hospital  Medical  Club,  and  with  the 
Wonford  House  Club.  These  interchanges  of  friendly 
courtesies  tend  greatly  to  relieve  the  monotony  of 
Asylum  life.  There  were  also  some  out-door  fetes  in 
which  both  sexes  joined. 

Apart  from  the  new  buildings  in  progress,  the  chief 
improvements  in  the  old  buildings  have  consisted  in 
painting  the  whole  of  the  external  wood  and  iron 
work  of  the  Asylum,  and  graining  and  painting  inter-  ■ 
nally  the  doors  throughout  the  wards.  Great  credit  ! 
is  due  to  the  attendants  also,  who,  with  the  assistance  r  j 
of  the  patients,  have  done  much  to  give  the  wards  at 
more  cheerful  appearance  by  painting,  and  decorating, 
them  in  various  ways,  with  flowers,  hanging  baskets,! 
and  other  simple  and  inexpensive  devices. 

The  temporary  changes  incidental  to  the  erection  of 
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the  new  buildings  have  entailed  a  considerable  amount 
of  inconvenience  and  anxiety  attendant  upon  giving 
up  the  kitchen  and  offices  at  the  new  house,  and  the 
presence  of  a  number  of  strange  workmen  on  the 
grounds.  The  efficiency  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Works, 
Mr.  Mitchell,  and  his  power  of  maintaining  discipline 
among  the  workmen,  aided  by  the  good  example  of 
the  Contractors  foreman,  deserve  praise,  and  have 
diminished  responsibility  in  this  respect. 

The  question  of  the  necessity  of  an  improved 
method  of  water  supply  was  referred  to  in  the  last 
annual  report,  and  as  the  new  buildings  in  progress 
will  be  erected  in  the  course  of  the  year,  the  time 
appears  opportune  for  again  pointing  out  what  seems 
to  be  defective  in  the  present  system.  The  subject  is 
still  under  the  consideration  of  your  Committee,  but 
as  the  facts  are  less  generally  known  by  other  Magis¬ 
trates  in  the  County,  a  few  of  the  leading  points  may 
be  again  briefly  referred  to,  and  to  render  these 
remarks  more  intelligible,  a  sketch  plan  of  the  Asylum 
buildings  and  grounds  has  been  inserted,  which  shows 
i  at  a  glance  the  leading  features  of  the  place.  The 
water  is  pumped  from  the  well  by  steam  power  into 
the  reservoir  at  the  back  of  the  buildings,  whence  it 
i  is  distributed  by  gravitation  to  the  old  buildings  and 
I  the  basement  floors  of  the  detached  blocks.  This 
|j  reservoir  only  holds  40,000  gallons,  or  less  than  a 
day  and  half’s  supply.  It  will  be  impracticable  to 
i  supply  the  new  Female  Wards  and  the  Sanatorium 
j  from  the  present  reservoir,  and  it  is  urgently  suggested 

[i  that  a  new  reservoir  to  hold  ten  days’  supply  should 

' 
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be  constructed  on  the  highest  part  of  the  Asylum 
grounds,  some  500  feet  in  the  rear  of  the  existing 
one,  and  on  about  50  feet  higher  level.  The  advan¬ 
tages  would  be  a  continuous  supply  for  domestic  and 
sanitary  purposes,  and  in  the  event  of  tire  the  pressure 
would  be  sufficient  to  throw  water  over  any  portion 
of  the  building  if  hydrants  were  placed  at  proper 
intervals  around  and  within  the  Asylum  buildings. 
At  the  present  time  no  provision  whatever  is  made 
against  tire  in  the  new  buildings.  It  is  also  submitted 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  whether  it  is 
not  desirable  that  the  engine  and  pumps  should  be  in 
duplicate,  as  if  any  portion  of  the  present  machinery 
were  to  break  down,  the  water  supply  might  be 
stopped  for  days. 

As  sewers  in  connection  with  the  new  buildings 
will  soon  have  to  be  laid  down,  the  present  appears  a 
suitable  time  for  briefly  drawing  attention  to  the 
method  of  disposing  of  the  Asylum  sewage.  For  some 
years  past  the  sewage  has  been  allowed  to  flow  in  a 
“  rough  and  ready  ”  manner  over  some  coarse  perma¬ 
nent  pasture  in  front  of  the  Asylum,  which  from  its 
irregular  mode  of  distribution  is  a  source  of  annoy¬ 
ance,  though  fortunately  no  outbreak  of  disease  of  an 
epidemic  character  has  been  traceable  to  this  cause. 
For  those  who  may  not  be  acquainted  with  the  site  of 
the  Asylum  it  may  be  stated  that  it  occupies  the 
centre  of  an  estate  of  100  acres,  which  is  on  the  side 
of  a  hill  and  slopes  gradually  from  A  to  B.  The  dis¬ 
tance  between  these  points  is  about  850  yards  ;  the  fall 
from  A  to  the  well  is  100  feet,  or  1  in  14  feet.  From

the  ground  level  at  the  well  to  the  lodge,  B,  the  fall 
is  1  foot  in  43.  The  soil  is  light,  porous,  sandy  in 
some  parts,  and  consists  of  sharp  disintegrated  red 
sandstone  in  others.  Both  from  the  natural  gradients 
and  the  nature  of  the  soil  the  Asylum  land  is 
peculiarly  adapted  for  irrigation  ;  the  sewage  could  be 
distributed  by  gravitation  in  an  inexpensive  manner, 
as  the  whole  of  the  first  cost  would  consist  in  laying 
down  suitable  carriers  and  levelling  some  inequali¬ 
ties  of  surface. 

On  the  skeleton  plan  accompanying  this  report  an 
outline  of  a  simple  and  what  appears  to  be  a  practi¬ 
cable  scheme  for  the  distribution  of  the  Asylum  sew¬ 
age  has  been  indicated.  The  sewers  terminating  at  (1) 
would  convey  the  sewage  from  the  sanatorium,  farm 
and  block  for  100  patients,  and  would  be  distributed 
over  the  adjoining  field.  From  the  block  for  200 
women  on  the  right  a  sewer  would  be  carried  to  (2) 
and  its  contents  distributed  over  the  land  recently 
purchased  from  Major  Bent.  This  sewer  should  be 
connected  at  C  with  the  existing  sewer  which  joins 
the  main  system  of  drains  in  the  old  building  and 
leaves  at  D.  By  this  means  this  portion  of  the  sew¬ 
age  could  be  diverted  in  two  directions,  as  the  crops 
might  require.  These  may  be  called  for  convenience, 
high  level  sewers.  The  low  level  sewers  from  the 
whole  of  the  old  buildings  and  offices  emerge  at  I), 
and  make  their  way  to  (3.)  (4)  conveys  the  laundry 

water,  and  might  be  utilised  with  advantage  in  the 
kitchen  garden.  The  quantity  of  sewage  to  be  dis¬ 
posed  of  annually  is  at  the  lowest  computation  25,000

tons,  and  estimating  its  value  at  2d.  a  ton,  the  soluble 
constituents  being  worth  17s.,  and  the  parts  held  in 
suspension  2s.  per  100  tons,  the  total  value  in  round 
numbers  would  be  £200. 

The  experience  of  sewage  farms  at  other  Asylums 
shews  that  if  the  sewage  is  properly  distributed,  and 
crops  specially  selected  for  this  mode  of  treatment, 
the  results  are  entirely  satisfactory  from  a  hygienic, 
agricultural,  or  financial  point  of  view. 

During  a  short  leave  of  absence  last  Autumn,  your 
Superintendent  visited  some  Asylums  and  other  places 
where  the  sewage  was  distributed  by  irrigation  :  at 
Merthyr  where  500,000  gallons  of  sewage  are  daily  dis¬ 
tributed  over  about  20  acres  of  land,  the  average  crop  of 
Italian  rye  grass  is  35  tons  per  acre,  and  the  average 
number  of  cuttings  six.  Cabbage  grown  on  land 
thus  irrigated  is  sold  at  from  £50  to  £60  per  acre. 
On  a  visit  to  the  Sussex  Asylum  the  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent,  Dr.  Williams,  gave  a  most  satisfactory 
account  of  the  Asylum  farm.  At  the  Leicester, 
Colney  Hatch,  and  other  Asylums,  equally  good 
results  are  obtained. 

Two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  made  their 
Annual  Inspection  of  the  Asylum  and  its  Inmates  in 
September  last,  and  left  a  favourable  report,  both  of 
the  general  condition  of  the  patients  and  the  asylum. 
Visits  have  also  in  a  few  cases  been  made  by  deputa¬ 
tions  from  the  Guardians  of  Unions.  It  is*  to  be 
regretted  that  these  visits  by  guardians  and  overseers 
are  not  more  frequent  and  general,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  65th  section  of  Lunatic  Asylums 
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Act  1853.  By  such  visits  the  guardians  are  enabled 
to  see  and  examine  for  themselves  as  to  the  condition 
and  treatment  of  the  patients,  and  fuller  publicity 
would  be  thus  given  of  the  details  of  the  administration 
of  the  institution. 

Your  Superintendent  has  pleasure  in  reporting  that 
the  conduct  of  the  officers  and  staff  generallv  has 
been  entirely  satisfactory.  To  Dr.  Davis  his  best 
thanks  are  due  for  much  valuable  assistance,  both  in 
his  medical  and  other  duties,  and  from  the  Clerk, 
Store-keeper,  and  Head  Attendants,  he  has  at  all  times 
received  cordial  and  efficient  co-operation. 

Your  Superintendent  in  conclusion  begs  to  tender 
to  the  Visitors  his  warmest  thanks  for  their  continuous 
assistance  and  counsel  in  the  performance  of  his 
anxious  and  arduous  duties.

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PvEPORT  OF  THE  CHAPLAIN. 


My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  report  that  I  have  regularly  performed  the 
Sunday  and  Daily  Services  throughout  the  year. 
There  have  been  the  usual  celebrations  of  Holy 
Communion  on  the  great  Festivals  and  on  other 
fitting  occasions,  but  the  number  of  Communicants 
varies  much  according  to  circumstances.  The  interest 
taken  by  the  head  attendant,  Mr.  Headon,  and  also 
some  of  the  other  attendants  in  assisting  to  improve 
the  musical  part  of  our  services  on  Sundays,  has  been 
attended  with  great  success,  and  is  muck  appreciated 
by  my  congregation.  I  trust  that  when  our  new 
Church  is  built  and  opened  for  Divine  Service  that 
we  shall  be  able  to  raise  an  efficient  Choir  from  the 
staff  of  the  Asylum. 

The  foundation  stone  of  the  new  Church  was 
laid  on  the  twelfth  of  November  last.  As  only 
one  or  two  days  notice  was  given  that  all  was 
ready  for  laying  the  stone,  and  as  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  was  absent,  no  special  ceremony  could 
be  observed  on  that  occasion,  except  that  the 
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Superintendent,  with  myself  and  family,  and  other 
officers  of  the  Asylum,  with  stole  of  the  attendants 
and  a  few  patients,  were  present  to  witness  the  lower¬ 
ing  of  the  stone  into  its  place,  and  to  ask,  in  prayer, 
God’s  Blessing  on  the  Building  to  be  raised  for  His 
Service.  Hymn  No.  320  from  Hymns  Ancient  and 
Modern  was  also  sung  on  the  conclusion  of  prayer. 
The  workmen  on  the  building  were  present  and 
conducted  themselves  in  a  very  becoming  manner. 

As  we  shall  require  a  new  Organ  for  the  Chapel,  I 
asked  and  obtained  the  sanction  of  the  Committee  to 
raise  a  fund,  and  commenced  with  sending  out  subscrip¬ 
tion  cards  to  the  different  Incumbents  of  parishes  or 
Curates  in  charge  throughout  the  County.  I  had 
calculated  that  if  I  could  raise  five  shillings,  on  an 
average,  from  every  parish,  I  should  be  able  to 
purchase  a  suitable  Organ.  The  responses  to  my 
appeals  have  been  as  yet  but  few.  The  Clergy  have 
ever  many  calls  on  them,  both  in  their  own  parishes 
and  for  general  purposes,  that  I  shall  not  be  disap¬ 
pointed  if  I  do  not  meet  with  that  measure  of  success, 
in  this  quarter,  which  1  had  hoped.  However,  I 
trust  that  when  I  send  Circulars  to  the  Magistrates 
and  some  other  influential  persons  in  the  County,  I 
shall  succeed  in  raising  a  sufficient  sum. 

My  duties,  though  often  very  depressing,  from  a 
feeling  that  the  cases  of  patients  with  whom  I  am 
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brought  into  contact  are  so  hopeless,  that  I  can  be 
of  no  service  to  them,  are  as  often  rendered  pleasant 
and  cheering  by  the  gratitude  which  I  meet  from 
many  whom  I  have  endeavoured  to  soothe  in  their 
sorrows,  or  attended  in  sickness. 

The  mortality  at  the  Asylum  has  been  much  below 
the  average  during  the  year,  and  the  Burials  have 
been  correspondingly  few,  numbering  only  thirty-two, 
the  rest  who  have  died  were  removed  by  their  friends.
